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Reasons for Allowance 



The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 1-27 are allowed because the prior art does not teach or suggest a method/system for a 
component having nets and ports; the method/system calculates/estimates a minimum output impedance 
and a maximum parasitic impedance for each ports; extracts actual parasitic impedance values from ports 
where the maximum parasitic impedance is determined if it exceeds the minimum output impedance for 
each of port by a predetermined amount; and compares the estimated maximum parasitic impedance with 
the minimum (port) output impedance, which categorizes the nets for their parasitic accuracy needs. 

This invention allows the ability to determine what the accuracy requirements for every net and 
simplifies the parasitic impedance extraction process by reducing the timing (run times) and increasing 
the efficiency in which parasitic extraction process occurs.
